Jury.

‘KANSAS CITY, Oct. 31—Carl 
Austin Hall and Mrs. Bonnie 


Brown Heady, indicted yesterday 
for the kidnaping of murdered 6- 
year-old Bobby Greenlease, will 
be arraigned in federal court 
next week. 

If convicted, they face the pos- 
sibility of death in Missouri’s gas 
chamber, since their kidnap vic- 
tim was not returned unharmed. 
Arraignment of the kidnapers 
will be conducted without ad- 
vance notice and as quietly and 
quickly as possible, United States 
Attorney Edward L. Scheufler 
announced, 

Under provisions of the Lind- 
bergh law, the death penalty 
can be imposéd only upon rec- 
ommendation, of a jury. 

If Hall and Mrs. Heady enter 
a guilty plea at their arraign- 
ment before United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert L. Reeves, 
the judge may accept the plea 
and order a jury impaneled to 
fix punishment, 

Could Refuse Plea. 

Or he may ig ne to accept a 

uilty plea—a judge’s preroga- 

the Bree federal law—and di- 
rect the defendants to stand 
trial. 

Hall and Mrs. Heady, now 
held in Jackson county jail here, 
do not now have counsel, Either 
before or at their arraignment, 
they will be asked if they want 
the court to appoint lawyers 
for them. 

The indictment, which had 
been expected, was returned 
late yesterday before United 
States District Judge Richard 
M. Duncan after a surprise wit- 
ness, Joseph Costello of St. 
Louis, ex-convict and an officer 
of an Ace Cab Co. te 
there, had testified for more 
than an hour. 

Afterwards Costello refused 
to discuss his testimony, saying 
he had been sworn to secrecy. 
He said he planned to hurry 
back to St. Louis because his 
wife was expecting a baby. 

Appearance of Costello was 
another indication that, the 
grand jury had made some in- 
quiry into the missing $303,720 
of the $600,000 Greenlease ran- 
som, although the jury, in its 
report to Judge Duncan, made 
no mention of the ransom. 

Questioned by Police. 

Costello had been questioned 
extensively Oct. 22 in the St. 
Louis Police Department's in- 
cuiry into the missing money. 
At that time, it was learned, he 
had been asked about his knowl- 
edge of Hall’s activities prior 
to the kidnaper’s arrest in St. 
Louis Oct. 6. .Q 

John Hager, whose’ tip to Po- 
lice Lt. Louis Shoulders of St. 
Louis led to the kidnapers’ cap- 
ture, is an Ace Cab Co. driver. 

The indictment of Hall and 
Mrs. Heady consisted of only 
one paragraph. It said: 

‘“The defendants on or about 
Sépt. 28, 1953, did unlawfully, 
knowingly, wilfully and feloni- 
ously transport in interstate 
commerce from Kansas City, 
Mo., into the state of Kansas 
one Robert Cosgrove Greenlease 
Jr., who had theretofore been 
unlawfully seized, confined, in- 
veigled, decoyed, kidnaped, ab- 
ducted and carried away for 
ransom, reward or otherwise, 
and that the said Robert Cos- 
grove Greenlease Jr., a minor, 
was not liberated unharmed by 
the defendants.” 

Sandra June O’Day, who spent 
the night with Hall in @ St. 
Leuis county tourist court be- 
fore his arrest, was recalled be-

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (UP)— 
When letters addressed “Hallow- 
een, United Nations” or “Trick- 
or-Treat, United Nations” come 


to the U.N. post office, they are 
delivered to Mrs. Helenka Pan- 
taleoni, chairman of the United 
States committee for the U.N, 


Children’s Emergency Fund. 

It started in Sheboygan, Wis., 
two years ago, explained Mrs. 
Pantaleoni. Youngsters in that 
town were urged to use “trick- 
or-treat” tactics for a worthwhile 
purpose. So they collected pen- 
nies instead of: candy and 
shipped the money off to the 
Children’s Fund. 


Last year the idea spread to 
500 communities. They sent in 
boxes jammed with pennies and 
nickels and dimes totaling $32,- 
000. This year, four times as 
many towns have written the 
U.N. for Halloween kits. 

“What pleases us most,” Mrs. 
Pantaleoni said, “is that families 
in so many towns are taking an 
active part in something here at 
the U.N.” 

The committee's staff of three 
has managed to mail out more 
than 2000 kits containing such 
things as armbands lettered 
“UNICEF,” posters and party 
ideas.

swept floors in a Basra coffee 
house, walked out of the local 
jail last night and down the 
aisle of the parish church this 
morning. The bridegroom was 
Thomas Flynn, 22-year-old ship’s 
steward who got her out of 
Basra disguised as a boy. 
‘ Both are on bail—Jean to ap- 
peal a two-month sentence for 
illegal entry and Tommy to ap- 
peal a three-month stretch for 
helping her. 

To get to Britain, Jean spent 
44 days locked in Tommy’s tiny 
cabin aboard the freighter Queen 
Maud. 

Jean, who says she was once 
sold on an Arab slave market, 
was up for deportation after a 
British court imposed the jail 
sentence. But legal authorities 
said today’s wedding offers a 
sure road to British citizenship.

Calamity Jane was an early- 
day character who has become 
almost a legend in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota where she 
lived off and on during the gold

BOGUS PHYSICIAN 
GETS 3 YEARS; 
PRACTICED HERE 


Clever Faker Got on 
Hospital Staffs in St. 
Louis and Other 
Cities. 


A tall, dark-haired, engaging 
young man who posed as a doc- 
tor and wangled his way onto 
thé staffs of hospitals in St. 
Louis and other cities will spend 
the next three years in jail. 


Harold K. Rain, who used the 
name of Dr. Samuel P. Hall, a 
reputable physician in Califor- 
nia, pleaded guilty in United 
States District Court at Cincin- 
nati yesterday of misrepresent- 
ing himself as a doctor to Army 
officials. 

He told a fantastic story of 
medical adventuring in seven 
states. He was a pre-medical 
student at the University of Chi- 
cago, he said, and also attended 
lectures at the University of 
Illinois Medical School and 
Cook County Hospital in Chi- 
cago. 

Came Here in 1947. 

This part of his story could 
not be verified immediately, but 
it was established that Rain 
came to St. Louis in 1947 and 
joined the staff of the Jewish 
Sanatorium on Fee Fee road as 
second resident physician. 

Mrs. Fred Sanders, the super- 
intendent there, told the Post- 
Dispatch the newcomer was “a 
smart talker” and presented a 
nice appearance, but lasted only 
one month. “Dr. Hall” in treat- 
ing cases of chronic illness 
seemed to lack confidence, she 
said: instead of ordering medi- 
cation, he simply followed the 
records and continued any pre- 
vious treatment. 

“We did not give him any au- 
thority, and began a check of 
his references,” she continued. 
“Meanwhile, he got into trouble 
with a nurse. When he found 
out we were looking into his 
background, he took his refer- 
ences out of the files and sud- 
denly disappeared.” 

Rain testified that after his 
“training” in Chicago a medical 
placement agency. referred him 
to a lime and stone firm at 
Manistique, Mich., as a company 
doctor. From there he went to 
Mississippi and thence to St. 
Louis. 

Does Major Surgery. 

At Parkersburg, W.Va., he be- 
came a resident physician at 
Camden-Clark Hospital and 
there performed his first major 
surgery unassisted, he said. 
Here he married a nurse, and 
they had three children. Then 
he was divorced and remarried 
the day after the decree. 

From West Virginia, Rain 
moved to Ravenna, O., where he 
was resident physician at Port- 
age. County Hospital. Next 
came a stay at a clinic in Ste- 
phensville, Tex. . 

The State Medical Board of 
Texas caught up with him and 
fined him $50 for practicing 
without a license, but Rain was 
undaunted and applied to the 
Army at Fort Sam Houston, be- 
ing accepted as a contract phy- 
sician. This was the job that 
ultimately got him into diffi- 
culties. with federal authorities. 

Rain gave his age as 30 and 
said he was a former private in 
the Army. 

He was arrested Sept. 9 after 
he offered to sell a magazine 
editor the story of his masquer- 
ade. He expYained his bizarre 
career by saying that his moth- 
er’s dying wish was that he 
should become a doctor. 

However, the court was told 
his mother is still living.

District Survey. 


A poll of Voters of the First 
State Senatorial District in 
South St. Louis showed that a 
majority favored a new city 
earnings tax which allows deduc- 
tions for individual taxpayers 
and their dependents, Senator 
Robert Pentland reported today. 

Pentland said 52.3 per cent of 
those who answered a mail ques- 
tionnaire indicated that they 
wanted the earnings tax law to 
provide “reasonable deductions 
for the expense of maintaining 
home and family.” 

He reported that 18.3 per cent 


earnings tax without exemptions, 
as advocated by Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker and other city offi- 
cials and business, labor and 
civic leaders. The tabulation 
showed 29.4 per cent were op- 
posed toe the tax in any form. 


10,000 Questionnaires Mailed. 

Pentland, who is serving his 
second term as Senator from the 
First District, said he mailed 
10,000 questionnaires to voters 
in his district. The letters, he 
reported, were sent to every 
eighth voter on the official regis- 
tration lists. 


Answers were received from 
about one-fifth of those polled. 
Pentiand said public opinion 
specialists told him this was an 
unusually heavy response for a 
poll of this type.

He has urged 
n the Legislature that the earn- 
ings tax enabling law 
amended to provide for manda- 
tory exemptions of $600 a year 
on taxable earnings for the in- 
dividual taxpayer and each de- 
pendent. 

The present earnings tax law, 
which is scheduled to expire 
next April 1, authorizes the St. 
Louis Board of to levy 
a tax of 1 per cent on the gross 
earnings individuals and net 
profits of business firms. Th 
board also has authority to allow 
exemptions. 

Mayor Opposes Deductions. 

In enacting the earnings tax 
ordinance, however, the board 
fixed the rate at one-half of 1 
per cent, and did not allow ex- 
emptions. Mayor Tucker and 
others have opposed deductions 
on the ground they would ma- 
terially increase the cost of col- 
lecting the tax. If deductions 
are required, they said, it will 
be necessary to increase the tax 
to the full 1 per cent in order 
to raise the same amount of 
revenue, : 

Mayor Tucker announced yes- 
terday that he and former Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann will resume 
next month their tour of out- 
state Missouri in an effort to 
win support for extension of the 
earnings tax. Their previous 
tour, which started Oct. 12, was 
interrupted when Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly called a special session 
of the Legislature to set up a 
state drouth relief program. 

Their new itinerary calls for 
eight regional meetings between 
Nov. 18 and Dec. 2. At these 
meetings, Tucker and Kaufmann 
will explain the city’s need for 
the revenue, and appeal for sup- 
port of their request for another 
special legislative session to act 
on the city tax matter. 

The meetings will be at Chilji- 
cothe, Nov. 18; Kirksville, Nov. 
19; Hannibal, Nov. 20; Jefferson 
City, Nov. 23; Sedalia, Nov. 24;

Dr. Mayo Further Docu- 


ments Accusations 
That Russians Di- 
rected Torture of 
Americans.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
31—The United Nations Politi- 
cal Committee today voted 47-0 
to refer the inquiry into charges 
of bacterial war in Korea to the 
Disarmament Commission. There 
were 13 abstentions, 
the Soviet bloc. 

The United States charged 
that at least 16 American pilots 
were tortured by Russian-di- 
rected North Korean and Red 
Chinese captors until some gave 
false “confessions” of waging 
germ war. 

A Russian resolution demand- 
ing ratification by U.N. mem- 
rs of the Geneva treaty was 
discarded by the committee 
which voted 38-5 not to consider 
the proposal. 

Dr. Charles W. Mayo, Ameri- 
can spokesman, declared the 
American flyers held at “Pak’s 
Palace” near Pyongyang in North 
Korea, were questioned by Rus- 
sians or saw “Russian person- 
nel in one guise or another,” 
including a Soviet general, dur- 
ing their imprisonment. 

Dr. Mayo denounced allega- 
tions by Russia’s Jacob A. Malik 
that the United States faked 
testimony of returned war pris- 
oners who repudiated their false 
“confessions.” Dealing point by 
point with charges Malik made 
against the United States yes- 
terday, Mayo noted that the 
Soviet delegate “indignantly de- 
nied” American statements that 
Russians 
prisoners’ interrogations but “of- 
fered no contrary facts.”

Records Not Complete. 

“At least 16 of our returning

“Capt. Robert E. Burke of the 
United States Air Force was a 
prisoner at Pak’s Palace. There 
he was interrogated by a Rus- 
sian about 40 years old, with 
short black hair and horn- 
rimmed glasses, who spoke Eng- 
lish. This man wore civilian 
clothes but Capt. Burke believes 
he was a military officer. 

“Maj. Robert J. Burns of the 
United States Air Force was in- 
terrogated through interpreters 
by two Russians, one in uniform 
and one in civilian clothes. This 
was during the first two weeks 
after his capture in North Ko- 
rea in March 1952. 

Saw Soviet General. 

“Maj. David F. MacGhee, 
United States Air Force, saw So- 
viet doctors at Pak’s palace in 
April and May 1951 and met a 
Soviet general at the same place. 

“Sgt. George .E. Millward, 
United States Air Force, reports 
that he was interrogated by one 
Russian on April 13, 1951, at the 
jail in Sinuiju.on the Yalu riv- 
er, On April 18 he was inter- 
rogated by about 12 Russians. 

“While Lt. Robert Moreland, 
to whom I referred on Monday, 
and who voluntarily called me 
personally last Wednesday eve- 
ning, saw only one Soviet offi- 
cer during his interrogation, he 
stated that all his Chinese inter- 
rogators spoke English and Rus- 
sian well and spoke Russian 
among themselves when they did 
not want their own troops or 
him to know what they were 
talking about. 

“He said two of his interroga- 
tors had told him that they had 
received intelligence training 
over an 18-month period in Pei- 
ping from Soviet personnel.” 

Malik’s Rejoinder. 

Malik spoke again today, 
scoffing at accounts of Russians 
participating in the interroga- 
tion of prisoners. “Just because 
someone saw some person with 
a black mustache and black hair 
and thought he was a Russian, 
doesn’t mean that he was,” the 
Soviet delegate said. 

In a formal statement, circu- 
lated outside the committee, Col. 
Ben C. Limb, South Korean rep- 
resentative here, asserted his 
Government warned the U.N. in 
1950 that the Soviet Union and 
Red Chinese were planning gen- 
ocide. The Reds attacked South 
Korea to destroy that anti-Com- 
munist nation, he said.

WILEY ASSAILS 
‘M ALCONTENTS’

RACINE, Wis., Oct. 31 (UP)— 
Senator Alexander Wiley (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, lashed out last night 
at “chronic bellyachers” who he 
said aid the Communists by call- 


ing on the United States to turn 
its back on the rest of the world. 

Wiley said this includes the 
“chronic malcontents who seem 
to regard their basic mission in 
life as stirring up trouble and 
hatred between ourselves and 
our Allies instead of trying to 
eement friendship between us.” 

The chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
said Communists in France 
“magnify out of all proportion 
the occasional ‘blind’ whining of 
critics in this country.” They 
also tell the French that the 
United States wants to “retreat 
in fear to their own hemis- 
phere,” he said, 

Wiley did not identify indi- 
viduals or groups he described 
as “chronic bellyachers” and 
“malcontents.” His remarks were 
made at a civic dinner honoring 
four, returned Racine veterans 
of Korea who were prisoners of 
the Communists. 


LEAHY SAYS HE 
ONCE FEARED JAPS 
HAD WON THE WAR 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (UP) 
—Adm, William D. Leahy said 
yesterday that at one point in 
the 1944 Battle of Leyte gulf in 
the Philippines he was afraid 
the United States had lost the 
war with Japan. 

Leahy, World War II chief of 
staff to the late President Roose- 
velt, referred/to action of Adm. 
William F. Halsey in chasing a 
Japanese decoy naval force and 
leaving unprotected the United 
States invasion beachhead in the 
Philippines and supporting Unit- 
ed States fleet units. 

“We didn't lose the war for 
that but I don’t know why we 
didn’t,” Leahy said. “I was 
afraid we were going to.” 

Leahy discussed the Leyte ac- 
tion in response to a reporter's 
question after a “gossipy talk” 
with President Eisenhower. A 
reporter asked Leahy if he 
agreed with Prime Minister 
Churchill's evaluation that Hal- 
sey fell into a trap. Leahy said 
he had not read Churchill's 
account. 


Record Low Oct. 31 in Miami. 


MIAMI, Fla., Oct. 31 (AP)—

DEAN PROPOSES 
FPABLE AGED 
N KOREA TALK 


Matters First, Then 
Take Up Tough Ones 
—Reds Reject Plan. 


PANMUNJOM, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
American Ambassador Arthur H. 
Dean today proposed a “flexible” 
agenda to speed up talks for 
arranging a Korean peace con- 


ference but the Communists im- 
mediately rejected it as “sleight 
of hand.” 

The diplomats debated an 
hour and three minutes, got no- 
where for the sixth straight day 
ahd called it quits until Monday. 

Dean told newsmen he was 
not depressed over the lack of 
headway in his week of talks 
with the Communists to set up 
the Korean peace parley. 

. He said he still feels the Reds 
want the conference and “it is 
not surprising that it has taken 
us some time to get shaken down 
on a working basis.” 

Dean’s Proposal. 

Dean proposed a “flexible or 
unnumbered agenda” under 
which the negotiators could skip 
around among various problems 
that must be settled before the 
political conference can convene.

American officials indicated 
the Robertson-Ikeda talks were 
unable to produce any firm 
agreement on how to bridge this 
gap between the American esti- 
mate of Japan's defense needs 
and Japan’s present plans.

Other questions covered in the 
Robertson-Ikeda conference and 
announced in last night’s com- 
munique were:

American and Japanese of-

3. The two governments out- 
lined various ,lans for expand- 
ing foreign investment in Japan, 
These included Japan's “willing- 
ness” to liberalize various Japa- 
nese laws and regulations cover- 
ing foreign investments. The 
United States, for its part, sug- 
gested the use of the mutual 
security act’s investment guar- 
anty program and the contact 
clearing house service, as well 
as the services of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce.

CHAMPAIGN, Ill, Oct. 31 


(UP)—The successor to Uni- 
versity of Illinois president 
George D. Stoddard said yester- 
day Stoddard’s controversial 
ouster has not hurt the univer- 
sity.

spending $800,000,000. to $900,- 
000,000 annually in Japan. Of 
this sum, $350,000,000 is spent 
by American forces stationed 
there, 

The communique noted in this 
connection that the Japanese 
delegation believed that “vig- 
orous efforts” by Japan to resist 
inflation are “mest important.” 
American officials emphasized 
that the United States had avoid- 
ed any promise of economic aid 
to Japan. The Japanese have 
long been pressing for a substan- 
tial American economic aid pro- 


gram and, according to some re- 
ports, Ikeda indicated the scope 
and pace of the Japanese mili- 
tary build-up would be limited 
considerably if such aid was not 
forthcoming. 

Japanese officials and repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
Far Eastern command are ex- 
pected to begin discussions in 
Tokyo soon to work out details 
of the military build-up. 

The communique was unusu- 
ally specific in outlining the in- 
tention of the United States to 
withdraw its forces from Japan 


as the Japanese strength 
creased. Japan's contribution to 
the upkeep of American forces 
in Japan also will be reduced

A September drop in farm 
prices of 2.34 per cent dropped 
farmers to the lowest rung they 
have occupied on the economic 
ladder since 1941, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture said, It put 
farm prices 11.5 per cent below a 
year ago and 20 per cent below 
the record high.

| Andrew Novak Jr., a former 
convict, was released from City 
| Workhouse yesterday after serv- 
/ing less than six weeks on a 
| one-year sentence for contempt 
|of court. The St. Louis Court 
of Appeals ruled that the com-

NEW YORK, Oct. 31—The 
City of New York agreed yes- 
terday to pay $25,000 damages 
for its alleged negligence in the 
killing of an 11-year-old boy by 
six vicious bull terriers. The 
settlement was reached out of 
court after State Supreme Court 
Justice Irving Saypol, for the 
first. time in judicial history, 
stripped the city of immunity 
from damages in a dog-bite case. 

The owner of the dogs, Svend 
O. Sandgren, 56 years old, a 
public school custodian also ad- 
mitted his liability to pay an ad- 
ditional $25,000. But, acco 
to the settlement. terms, if he

The settlement followed six 
years of en led court pro-

The 
damages will be paid to Mr. and 
Mrs. Sol Balaban, of the Bronx, 
the parents of Stanley Balaban, 
who was killed by the six prize- 
winning purebred animals. 

At that time, Sandgren lived 
and kept eight pedigreed bull- 
terriers aboard a houseboat in 
Pugsley’s creek near the lot 
where the boy was killed. 

He was convicted of man- 
slaughter in 1948 as a résult of 
the Balaban boy's death. This 
was the first manslaughter con- 
viction in New York state aris- 
ing out of a dog-bite case. It 
was reversed later by a higher 
court largely because of the lack 
of legal precedents, but the 
state’s court of appeals upheld 
the conviction. 

After a second trial, Sandgren 
was sentenced to one-to-two 
years in prison atid was paroled 
after serving one year.

Mayors on ‘Tour 


The Tucker-Kaufmann troupe is hitting the 
road again. Between Nov. 18 and Dec. 2, it will 
play eight stands from Kirksville to Poplar 
Bluff. And it is a good thing, too, because right 
now Chillicothe and Hannibal, Sedalia and Cape 
Girardeau have as much—or more—to say about 
the future of St. Louis as ‘has St. 'Léwis itself. 

The tour is a resumption of the one in favor 
of the city earnings tax which was interrupted 
when Gov. Donnelly ad the Legislature into 
special session to deal with the-drouth crisis. Tt 
was hoped that Mr, Dositelly ‘aiso would ask 
the legislators to reéonsider continued authori- 
zation of this vital source of city income. But 
for reasons which he kept to hifnself, he did not 
do so. So a new effort must be made. 

As in the four cities previously visited, the 
present Mayor andthe former Mayor, one a 
Democrat, the other a Republican, will meet 
with outstate legislators to tell them how badly 
St. Louis needs that earnings tax .money. The 
tax represents a difference of roughly $8,000,000 
a year in the city’s income. Putting it another 
way, the lack of 4t means a 25 per cent slash 
for almost every city department. And that may 
mean an even bigger reduction of the services 
expected by St. Louisans from those depart- 
ments. ;

Mr. Tucker and Mr, Kaufmann got favorable 
reactions from almost all of the legislators with 
whom they talked in St. Joseph, Kansas City, 
Springfield and Joplin. We trust they will be 
equally effective in the meetings ahead. At least, 
they will have one more argument: The Gover- 
nor was prompt enough in bringing the Legisla- 
ture to the aid—$6,500,000 worth—of the dis- 
tressed farmers; why should he not help St. 
Louis, especially as St. Louis is asking no state 
money, but only a chance to finance area needs 
within the area? " 

The city’s cause is sufficiently urgent by itself 
to warrant a legislative call. Of course, it would 
have been more economical to have handled it 
along with the drouth appropriation. There may 
well be another such two-birds-with-one-stone 
chance since the Legislature in all probability 
will have to be brought together early in Janu- 
ary to vote a deficiency appropriation for the 
state prisons.

er in the Hause, Representative Charles J. Fain 


of Kirbyville believes the Governor may be in- ' 


clined to take advantage of this opportunity.

Broadcasts about the American way of life— 
with emphasis on two-car garages and two radio 
receivers in every house, not to mention the 
new television set—probably do the United 
States little good on either side of, the Iron 
Curtain. Anyway, the Voice of America could 
hardly compete with Hollywood films in spread- 
ing abroad the notion of American plush.

+ tiohs Committee, of which Senator Wiley of 


Wisconsin is chairman, on the worldwide as- 
pects of the problem. Other articles from Donald 
Grant, staff correspondent, now in Guatemala, 
will describe the extent of Communist infiltra- 
tion in Central America, 

The purpose of these articles is to summarize 
a great deal of information in convenient form 
for our readers. Within the 60 pages of the re- 
port issued by Senator Wiley is a nation-by-na- 
tion inventory. Insofar as numbers can be deter- 
mined, the numerical strength of the Commu- 
nists is given for each country. In many in- 
stances the number seems relatively quite small. 
but the test is not in numbers but rather in the 
placement of those numbers.. 

Thus the Wiley report estimates that the num- 
ber of Communists in Guatemala is under 1000. 
Yet, as Donald Grant's article shows, in a coun- 
try more than half of whose people do not own 
shoes, a small number strategically placed can 
exercise both authority and control. 

Surely this infiltration in the Americas, to the 
extent described, is a matter for serious con- 
cern throughout the hemisphere. 

It is all the more a matter for American con- 
cern since to a.considerable degree the growth 
of Communism in Guatemala feeds on a dis- 


‘taste for American business enterprise in the 


person of the United Fruit Co., much of whose 
land has been expropriated to the poor farmers. 


It also reflects a dissatisfaction with American 


diplomacy which has often been weak and any- 
thing but positive below the border. 

It ista mfortune that in giving its historical 
recital, the Senate Committee's report found it 
politically expedient not to mention either the 
Truman Doctrine or the Marshall Plan: Without 
the early, firm stand of the preceding Admin- 
istration, Communism undoubtedly would be 
much further advanced—perhaps disastrously so.

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No Multi-Purpose Planning? 

A frequently-overlooked drawback to depend- 
ing entirely on local initiative for power and ir- 
rigation projects is set forth with unusual charity 
by the Lewiston (Ida.) Morning Tribune in an 
editorial reprinted on this page today. 

Without the Federal Government's leadership 
in planning, the multi-purpose type of dam is 
virtually ruled out, because the Federal Govern- 
ment is the only agency that can take an over-all 
view, says the Tribune. The Federal Government 
is also the only agency that can afford to build 
multi-purpose dams including such non-revenue- 
producing purposes as flood control. : 

Secretary of the Interior McKay first applied 
to power this new policy of making groups of 
local citizens the leaders and the Federal Gov- 
ernment the follower. 

President Eisenhower’s new Reclamation com- 
missioner, W, A. Dexheimer of Denver, followed 
up by applying it to irrigation, | 

Mr. Dexheimer’s assertion that private citi- 
zens, rather than the Federal Government, must 
take the initiative from.now on, was couched in 
these words: 

“We will be glad to assist. of course, but the 
major responsibility —the initiative —is yours, 
for you are the people who knew. best what you 
want and why you want it.” 

His policy that private citizens must also dig 
out the facts, come to Washington at their own 
expense, and prove beyond question that the 
projects’ should be built, was stated in these 
words: 


“When there is a project in which you feel. 


the Federal Government should participate, then 
you will have the responsibility of going to the 
Congress and obtaining an authorization and 
necessary appropriations to get the job done. 
You, who are aware of the needs and of the 
benefits which can be derived from reclamation 
developments:in your area, must come armed 
with facts and figures to substantiate your case.” 

It would be hard to find a more apt word to 
characterize this statement of intentions than 
that used by the Lewiston paper, which says 
that the Interior Department is establishing, not 
a policy, buf a vacuum, 
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As to Who Did What

Most residents of the Pacific North- 
west will agree with Ralph Tudor, Un- 
der Secretary of Interior, that the coun; 
try needs “an overall policy for the 
use of water.” They are not likely, how- 
ever, to be much impressed by the way 
the Administration is going about the 
job of getting one. 


Tudor told the National Reclamation 
Association at Denver that a national 
water policy is the “greatest need” of 
the Bureau of Reclamation, and Fred 
Aandahl, Assistant 
Interior Secretary, 
said the Adminis- 
tration has ‘‘a deep 
and sincere interest 
in full development 
of the West.” 

Those would be 
heartening words 
in the power-hun- 
gry Pacific North- 
west if they did not 
run counter to the 
Administration’s ac- 
tions. 

Here in the Co- 
lumbia Basin, as a 
matter of fact, the 
new Interior Department has seemed 
bent more on eliminating policy than 
creating it, at least insofar as it per- 
tains to the generation of hydro-electric 
power, and if a constructive power pol- 
icy is needed anywhere in the country 
right now, it is needed here. 


Under the water policy of the previ- 
ous Administration the metals industry 
could establish its plants in the North- 
west with the assurance that every ef; 
fort would be made, by the Governme 
if necessary, to maintain an adequate 
power supply. Since that policy has been 
eliminated the metals industry has no 
such assurance, and frets uneasily while 
millions of unharnessed kilowatts flow 
down the Columbia to the Pacific. 

Under the previous Administration's 
policy the Columbia was to provide not 
only power in larger and _ larger

amounts, but also transportation, irriga- 
tion and recreation. 

The denunciation of that policy by 
the present Interior Department can 
mean only that the navigation locks 
probably will not be built, that giant 
storage reservoirs such as Lake Roose- 
velt will not blossom on the tributaries, 
and that the irrigation bencfits derived 
from such giant projects as Grand 
Coulee are to be dispensed with. 


In short, what the present Interior 
Department has in effect denounced is 
the concept of the big, multi-purpose 
dam, the kind of dam which only the 
Federal Government can build. 

That concept is dependent on overall 
policy because it requires planning and 
integration, and the concept flowered 
and bore: fruit because such a policy 
existed. 

The actions and the pronouncements 
present Interior Department 


ble of supporting that kind of planning 
any longer exists. — 

If Secretary McKay envisions nothing 
more constructive than the policy of 
local participation as he has advocated 
it. the Pacific Northwest will be short 
of power for a long, long time. 

Granted that some local participation 
{n regional resource development is de- 
sirable, the impetus still must come 
from. the Federal Government. 

The Northwest power shortage is not 
a local problem which can be handled 
locally or by the states; it can be han- 
died only on a region-wide basis under 
a policy of full development of the 
whole Columbia basin. 

Such a policy will not be implement- 
ed by local committees or state gover- 
nors unless the Federal Government 
provides the initiative. 

The present Interior Department may 
beat the drums for a water policy as 
loudly as it wishes, but the fact re- 
mains that it is annihilating the policy 
it inherited and replacing it with a 
vacuum, 


On the Subject 


of “Eggheads” 


From The York (Pa.) Gazette and Daily 


The eminent novelist, James Mich- 
ener, a Pennsylvanian by birth, educa- 
tion and habitation, has something to 
say about the subject of “eggheads” in 
an article in the Democratic Digest, 
monthly publication of the Democratic 
National Committee. The article, inci- 
dentally, is reprinted from a Massa- 
chusetts newspaper, the Berkshire 
Eagle. , 

The gist of Mr. Michener’s essay is 
that if it had not been for a few egg- 
heads in the United States, the Ger- 
mans might well have solved the prob- 
lem of the atom bomb before we did 
and thus have altered the course of 
history in a way disastrous to us. 

The egghead who dropped a note on 
the atomic subject to President Roose- 
velt was Albert Einstein. The work, 
which President Roosevelt ordered, was 
carried out by what Mr. Miehener de- 
scribes as “two of the purest eggheads 
America has ever produced,” Norbert 
Wiener and Robert Oppenheimer. 


Well, this matter of eggheads was 
brought to mind by the speech of Dr. 
Pendleton Herring, president of the 
American Political Science Association, 
in Washington the other night, wherein 
he remarked that it was the duty of 
political scientists to search out, ana- 
lyze and lay bare political realities. 

“As the public understands such 
matters more clearly,” Dr. Herring said, 
“political quacks should become less 
persuasive with the voters. We now see 
such men making careers for them- 
selves through exploitation of public 
concern with the Communist contagion, 


The theory of ‘government by conspir- 
acy’ can spread a virus of mutual mis- 
trust more enervating and difficult to 
eradicate. than the red rash now s0 
worrisome.”’ 

In our opinion, Dr. Herring has hit 
on something of great importance. It 
is the “political quacks” who are bring- 
ing the intellectuals under suspicion 
and ridicule and holding them up to 
public scorn. 

“Only through the brainwork of egg- 
heads,” writes Dr. Michener, ‘“‘does so- 
ciety make its religious, scientific and 
cultural advances.” 

And through the machinations of 
“auacks,” let us add, does society re- 
cede into darkness.

C. Carpenter and farm organi- | 
zation leaders. 

Carpenter said hay purchased 
so far under the state program, | 
in North Dakota, South Dakota 


and Minnesota was being ac-; 


quired on terms that would mean 
a net cost of about $20 or $21 a 
ton to Missouri farmers, without 
the freight charges. The $22 
ceiling figure was adopted as a 
maximum. 

Carpenter said about 2000 car- 
loads of hay, representing about 
25,000 tons, had been contracted 
for, was being loaded, or was 
enroute by rail to Missouri, un- 
der the state program. 

The new regulation provides 
that no feed dealer, authorized 
to obtain hay for farmers under 
the state program, will be re- 
imbursed out of state funds for 
transportation charges on hay if 
the total price paid to the dealer 
by the farmer obtaining the hay 
exceeded $22 a ton at the rail 
point of destination.

WONDER DRUG FAILS T0 SAVE 
BOY, 4, BUT EASES HIS DEATH 


LOUISVILLE,, Ky., Oct. 31 
(AP)—Modern medicine couldn't 
save little Temple Lewis III, but 
it eased him to a painless death 
yesterday. 

Where violence and agonizing 
pain formerly preceded death 
from rabies, the  4-year-old 
blond-haired boy lay motionless 
as he passed away at 4 a.m. 
Use of the drug cortisone and a 
refrigeration process kept his 
body temperature at 80 degrees 
and eliminated suffering. 

Although facing a seemingly 
hopeless chance of _ survival, 
“Tempie” lived nine days after 
symptoms appeared indicating 
he had been bitten by a rabid 
dog. Doctors were encouraged 
a little that the effects might 
run their course and save the 
boy—if they could keep him 
alive long enough. This would 
have been a “first” in medical 
history. But Tempie weakened 
late Thursday and the fight was 
lost. 

Death came while messages of 
encouragement and offers of 
help continued to pour in from 
many parts of the world.

The five-mem- 
ber selection board, following 
tradition, gave no specific rea- 
son for its choices. The will of 
Alfred Nobel, Swedish inventor 
of dynamite, specified that the 
award go to the candidate “who 
has worked the most or the best 
for promoting brotherhood 
among people, and for the aboli- 
tion or reduction of the stand- 
ing armies, and for the estab- 
lishment and spread of peace 
congresses.” 

The value of the prizes varies 
from year to year. Schweitzer’s 
rize is worth $33,610, Mar- 
shall’s $33,840. 

Vast Aid Program. 

Marshall, now 72 years old, 
gained: world fame as Army 
Chief of Staff in World War II. 
As Secretary of State later he

At his winter home in Pine- | 
hurst, N.C., where he is conva- 
lescing from a flu attack, Mar- 
shall said, “This award is a great 
distinction and honor for which 
I am deeply grateful.” President 
Eisenhower was described as de- 
lighted over the honor to Mar- 
shall, his wartime boss. 

Gen. Marshall held the top 
Army post throughout World 
War II and later was Secretary 
of State and Secretary of De- 
fense. 

The old soldier went into re- 


ident Truman called on him late 
in 1945 to try mediating the 
China civil war. Marshall's. year- 
long attempt to work out a peace 
failed, and the Chinese Commu- 
nists won. 

During the two-year period 
when Marshall directed United 
States foreign policy, the gigan- 
tic American aid program—the 
Marshall plan—was launched. 

Marshall initiated the plan in 

a speech at Harvard University 
a June 5, 1947. 

“Against Hunger Chaos.” 

“Our policy is not directed 
against any country or doctrine, 
but against hunger, poverty, des- 
peration and chaos,” he said. 

Failing health forced his 
resignation as Secretary of State 
in 1949, but he returned again 
to public life in 1950 to serve 
as Secretary of Defense. He 
held the post one year, in a 
critical period of the Korean 
war, before retiring to his Lees- 
burg (Va.), home. 

The quiet, soft-spoken general 
has received many great honors, 
military and otherwise, and has 
also been a target of criticism 
by some of his fellow Americans. 

Senator McCarthy (Rep.) Wis- 
consin, and Senator Jenner 
(Rep.), Indiana, blasted his ef- 
forts in his 1945-46 mission to 
China. They said in effect that 
Marshall’s recommendations on 
returning from his mission 
helped cause the fall of China 
to the Communists. Jenner 
once called Marshall a front 
man for traitors. 

Other Senators, Representa- 
tives, Government officials and 
statesmen joined, however, in| 
calling the award a fitting trib- | 
ute for the author of the Mar- 
shall plan. 

James C. Hagerty told report- 
ers 

“The President sent Gen. 
Marshall a personal note con- 
veying his delight at the selec- 
tion and his regrets over Gen. 
Marshall’s present illness.” 

Truman’s Comment. 

Former President Truman 
said at Kansas | City he was 
“highly pleased.” 

“I don’t think there is any 
man alive who came more near- 
ly earning that prize than Gen. 
Marshall,” he said. “He will go 
down in history as the greatest 
man of the age.” 

Former Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, whe succeeded 
Marshall in that post, said: 

“All Americans should be 
proud and happy that Gen. Mar- 
shall’s great services to the 
cause of peace are so fittingly 
recognized.” 

Dr. Ralph Bunche, who won 
the 1950 peace prize for his 
work as a United Nations medi- 
ator in the Palestine war, de- 
clared both Marshall and 
Schweitzer were “excellent 
choices and highly merit the 
award.” Bunche was the 
eleventh and last previous Amer- 
ican to win the prize. 

Trygve Lie, former secretary 
general of the United Nations 
and a Norwegian, said there was 
“no better man” for the award. 
“I think Norway owes a lot to 
the Marshall plan.” 

Schweitzer, who has been 
called the “greatest living mis- 
sionary,” has spent 36 years 
helping the Negroes of Africa.

ACK in those dim dark days 

before automobiles practical- 

ly blocked the highways and 
before roads could qualify as 
such, almost the only use that 
was made of chopped meat was 
in a meat loaf. It was undoubt- 
edly the roadside stands that 
created the taste for hamburgers, 
the name of which does not ap- 
pear in older cookbooks. 

A meat loaf is still deservedly 
popular. It used to be a picnic 
special and was generally served 
cold. Today we like it perhaps 
even better hot, although we 
like to make it large enough to 
serve in both ways at two meals. 

My mother and her friends 
each had a particular recipe 
and there was much discussion 
as to which meats blended best 
together. Sometimes a few 
hard-boiled eggs were placed in 
the center of the loaf before 
it was baked. When it was cold 
and cut, the egg slices added a 
decorative note that we all ad- 
mired. | 

The success of a meat loaf 
depends upon the seasoning. It 
is amazing how different one 
can be from another. If only 
beef is used, for instance, it 
should have some fat with it. 
Topping it with bacon slices will 
baste it and add flavor during 
the baking. 

A meat loaf needs an attrac- 
tive garnish, as it has an un- 
interesting form. Chopped to- 
matoes topped with alternated 
slices of sliced pickles and 
sliced onion is one suggestion.

Obviously, if he had known 
that West held the blank-king- 
queen of trumps, South could 
have cross-ruffed for 10 tricks, 
but not knowing, he decided on 
a different plan which seemed 
to offer a good chance for suc- 
cess. He cashed dummy’s top 
diamonds and ruffed a third 
round of the suit, driving out 
East’s queen.

Carbon Monoxide 


Poisoning Danger 


By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


ARBON MONOXIDE poison- 
Cin caused the death of 27 
St. Louisans during the past 
three years. Everyone of these 
deaths could have been prevent- 


ed. 
Carbon monoxide gas is odor- 
less, tasteless and colorless and 
is caused by an incomplete burn- 
ing of fuel oil, gasoline, heating 
gas or coal. This gas can be 
fatal to persons exposed to it 
in tightly closed rooms’ or auto- 
mobiles. 
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MODERN HOMES equipped 
with closely fitting windows or 
storm windows increase the like- 
lihood of carbon monoxide poi- 
soning if the furnace or stove is 
not properly adjusted. This also 
increases the need for intelli- 
gent understanding of how to 
fire a furnace. 

The fire should burn with a 
clear flame and not be smoth- 
ered so that it will form gas. 
Add coal to one side in order 
to leave a f burning fire and 
prevent the formation of smoke 
and gas—also to get the great- 
est amount of heat from your 
coal. 

Gas water heaters must be 
properly connected to a flue and 
the flue kept clean in order 
that the draft is not checked so 
completely that fumes from the 
furnace come into the house. 

When your stove or furnace 
smokes or there are odors 
coming from hot-air registers, 
carbon monoxide may be escap- 
ing into your home. This deadly 
gas can diso be present without 
these signs. If you use basement 
storm windows, make sure the 
enough air gets into the base- 
ment to provide proper combus- 
tion for the furnace. 
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THE FAMILY CAR is also a 
potential carbon monoxide haz- 
ard. A running motor gives off 
carbon monoxide gas, but the 
hazards of poisoning occur only 
when the car is tightly closed 
and the gas enters through a 
broken exhaust or tail pipe. 

Be sure—especially during 
cold, winter months—that the 
exhaust system of your car is in 
good repair. 

When you run your car in the 
garage, keep the garage doors 
open. > 

In a parked car with motor 
running or in driving long dis- 
tances, be sure that fresh air is 
provided through fresh-air vents 
or an open window. If you feel 
sleepy while driving, or dizzy or 
headachy, stop the car at once 
and get out for fresh air.
